SOME (METHODS OF 

FIREPROOFING FABRICS 



By HELEN CANNON 

Farm fires take more than 3000 
human lives each year. Anything 
that can be done to lessen this 
tragic loss even a slight degree 
should be given serious consider¬ 
ation. Fireproofing children’s 
clothes, winwdow curtains, Iron¬ 
ing board covers, rugs and other 
inflam able household fabrics will 
help to reduce the fire loss. 

Fireproofing treatments for fab¬ 
rics that can be applied in the 
home or on the farm are extreme¬ 
ly simple. The following treat¬ 
ments may be employed, depend¬ 
ing upon the article to be treated. 

1. Dip the article into the solu¬ 
tion, squeeze through a clothes 
wringer or by hand, and hang up 
to dry. It is not advisable to treat 
fabrics already wet, as the mois¬ 
ture prevents the absorption of 
enough of the fireproofing solution 
to insure resistance to fire. The 
fabric should be merely dry before 
ironed with a moderately hot iron. 

2. If It is not desirable to dip 
the article, R can't* hung up and 


sprayed with the solution, using a 
common garden sprayer. With 
this procedure the amount of wet¬ 
ting may be controlled and the 
necessity of squeezing is avoided 

The formula listed below will 
Impart satisfactory fire resistance 
to Inflamable materials of cotton 
linen, rayon, wool or silk. The 
substances should be stirred into 
the water until a clear solution is 
obtained. The boric acid can be 
dissolved more easily by first mak¬ 
ing a paste with a small quantity 
of water. 

Formula 

Borax_- _ _ r - -7 ounces 

Boric Acid (powdered.7 ounces 

Water (hot)_ 2 quarts 

Fireproofing curtains or other 
fabrics has no effect on their ap¬ 
pearance. This mixture has other 
valuable properties that recom¬ 
mend it for use on textiles. It 
protects them from the injurious 
action of the sulphur gases from 
burning coal and various heating 
and illuminating gases. Unfortun¬ 
ately, this fireproofing solution 
does not offer the same protection 
from the destructive action of the 
sunlight. However, the destruc¬ 
tive action of sunlight is no more 
injurious to treated than to un¬ 
treated fabrics. 

It must be remembered that this 
formula is for us only when the 
article treated is to be left in¬ 
doors. It is not effective when the 
article is exposed to the weather 
as the chemicals used are easily 
washed out. Articles that are 
wash njust be fireproofed after 
each washing. 

Materials fireproofed by this 
method will char and thus their 
usefulness is destroyed, but this 
method will prevent the spread 
of flames and remove fire hazard.

A Review by Wilfred Head 

Although his works are perhaps 
unrivalled for the beauty of their 
word pictures, De La Mare, with 
his fatalistic and cynic attitude, 
often grates on the ears of the 
idealistic poetry * reader. 

Walter de la Mare represents 
modem youth, the cynic. His 
‘‘Poems of Childhood” are not 
tinged with fatalism, but are pri¬ 
marily for young children. They 
deal with fairies and fancies of 
the pre-school child. 

The poet, if one is to believe his 
written word, believes in ambition 
as an empty desire that leads to 
the one ultimate end—death. To 
quote from a stanza of his “Mir¬ 
acle”: 

"So creeps ambition on; so climb 
man’s vaunting thoughts. 

He, set on high, 

Forgets his birth, small space, 
brief time that he shall die; 
Dreams blindly on in his dark 
•till air; consumes his 
strength; strips himself bare.”
